Railroad wants 20 Foot 
Clearance at Nichols St. 


One of the difficulties facing the 
engineering: of the new Nichols St. 
Bridge, for which miney has been 
appropriated by the Town Meeting 
and obtained from state and county 
by Rep Fred F Cain, concerns a 
dispute over the distance from the 
railroad tracks to the bottom of 
the proposed bridge. 

The Boston & Maine RR is ask- 
ing for a clearance of 20 feet. The 
statutes provide that new bridges 
should have a clearance of 18 feet. 
‘The present Nichols Street bridge 
has a clearance of 16 feet, aheight 
which is comparable to other brid- 
ges over the railroad in Wilmington 

A further complication is the 
Nichols Street water main, which 
goes over the railroad at the pre- 
sent bridge, and 4s partially sup- 
ported by it. It can be described 
as having a clearance of about 17 
feet, Le, 1s about one foot higher 
than the present lowest part of the 
Nichols Street Bridge. 

The bridge, or its antecedants, 
date back to 1835 when the Boston 
& Lowell Railroad was first built. 
The directors of the raflroad in 
that age insisted that there be no 
grade crossings to the railroad, 
and there were none, except at 
what is now Winchester Square and 
West Medford, where bridges were 
impossible, A bridge was built at 
Winchester a few years ago, cost- 
ing about $6 millions. 

‘The plans for the new bridge at 
Nichols Street would have the road- 
way going right thru the site ofthe 
home of Willard Fuller and cross~ 
ing the railroad tracks about 60 
feet south of the present bridge.

If, as the Boston & Maine insists, 
the bridge is constructed with a 20 
foot clearance, the approaches will 
have to be even longer.

Summer being just-around the corner, Now 1s the 
Time to inspect Your Garbage Bucket. Make sure that 
the bottom does not leak, and that the handle is on 
securely, 

It is a suggested practice to scrape out the inside 
of the bucket and then wash with the garden hose each 
time after it is emptied, Don’t leave water in the bucket 

Underground containers are the best suitable ones 
for garbage, Ask the collector for the best location in 
your yard, before installing, Please notify the collector 
before moving a bucket from one location to another. 

No collector will enter a year if, in his opinion, 
there is a dog;which might attack him, Remember, 
most dogs may not bite, but they may attack a stranger 
coming in the yard, 


Following is the set of rules as 


set forth by the Board of Health:- 


If your garbage is not being collected, check 
these regulations before registering a complaint. 


A, All garbage shall be kept in suitable metal 
water tight containers not exceeding fifteen gallons 
capacity and properly covered with a tight cover. 

B. NO PLASTIC BAGS, MILK CONTAINERS, pa- 
per, metal, glass, tin cans, crockery, razor blades, 
poisonous substances, materials injurious to livestock, 
or substance other than house garbage shall be placed 
in such containers, 

C, Garbage containers must be so located that they 
are readily accessible AT ALL TIMES tothe collector 
authorized by the Board of Health, e.g. a collector 
will not go looking in barns, etc. for the garbage 
bucket,

Joseph B McMahon is dead 


Joseph B McMahon died sudden- 
ly last Thursday. He had, charac- 
teristically just finished his last bit 
of service to his fellow man, this 
time as a member of the commit- 
tee which conducted the testimonial 
for Doctor Gerald A Fagan, He had 
a heart attack at 4am andwas dead 
before arrival at the hospital, 

Joe McMahan lived a lifetime of 
service to his fellow man. His ser- 
vice to his fellow townspeople in 
Wilmington was quite probably un- 
equalled, 

He was seventy years old when 
death called, the son of the late 
Thomas and Isabell McMahon, His 
father was one of the butchers of 
Wilmington, .in the last part of the 
nineteenth century, and had done 
well, He had bought the Bond 

louse, from the estate of the late 
Deacon Skilton, and it was in this 
house, at the head of Wilmington 
Common, in which Joe was born 
on Feb, 14, 1897 


Joe was inthe first class to grad- 
uate from the then new Wilmington 
High School, now the Swain School, 
When the nation became embroiled 
in World War I he was among the 
first to yolunteer, becoming apart 
of the US Navy. His war time ser- 
vice was at Newport, Rhode Island, 

Even before he graduated from 
High School he was exhibiting the 
friendly characteristics which led 
him to become the all-round citi- 
zen of his town, He was a part of 
all the activities that were going 
on, and he had time to spare for 
work, too. 

A few houses down the street 
dwelt Edward M Nichols, an under- 
taker, and Joe became an assistant 
to Mr Nichols, He learned there 
one of the several occupations 
which were to keep him busy 
throughout his lifetime, 

After he had completed his Navy 
service he went to work clerking 
for the Boston & Maine Railroad, 

He helped to form the Wilming- 
ton Post of the American Legion, 
and. ee ssi tt nance Officer. 
Before he had oi that job, 37 
years later, he had completed the 
longest service as a Legion Fi- 
nance Officer in the United States, 

In anything that was going’ on, 
Joe, with a light joke, participated, 
He helped to form the Catholic 
Club of Wilmington, now almost 
forgotten, but in its day one of Wil- 
mington’s Iivifest organizations, 
He was there when the Salvation 
Army formed its Wilmington unit, 
and served as treasurer for years, 
He was a charter member of the 
Rotary Club of Wilmington. He 
helped to start the March of Dimes, 
He was a charter member of the 
Knights of Columbus in Wilming- 
ton, Anyone who asked Joe for 
help always received an answer of 
‘of course’, 

Meanwhile he had started the 
McMahon Funeral Home, on Mid- 
diesex Avenue, This was 41 years 
ago, in 1926, 

About then the late Caleb Har- 
riman began to talk of having

branch banks in Wilmington, o1the 
Reading Savings Bank, and the 
Reading Co-operative Bank, He 
persuaded Joe to leave the B&M 
and become a banker, 

‘The banks were opened in 1927 
and Joe was the branch manager 
of both banks, He served there 
for years, and the people of Wil- 
mington didn’t talk about ‘going 
down to the bank’, They spoke 
instead of ‘going down to see Joe’. 

With his characteristic hard 
work, attention to detail, and al- 
ways with a light joke on his lips, 
Joe McMahon made those banks 
into friendly institutions for ser- 
vice and set up standards that will 
long be remembered, .The service 
included not only banking, but a 
collection office for the Wilming- 
ton Water Department and for the 
Reading Electric Light. 

It was in October 1930 that Joe 
claimed his bride. She was Miss 
Anna Coyne, of Somerville, and the 
marriage took place inthe St, Poly- 
carps Church in that city. From 
that marriage one son was born, 
Thomas, now carrying on his fa~ 
ther’s business, 

It was about that time that Joe 
built his own home, on Middlesex 
Avenue, and from there he spent 
the busiest days of his life, always 
in the service of his fellow man. 
And when death finally came to 
claim Joe McMahon, the people of 
his community, and of the institu- 
tions which he served, and of St. 
Thomas Church, of which he was 
so long a parishioner, could only 
remember his many deeds of kind- 
ness, 

Honorary pall bearers were pro- 
vided by the Rotary Club and the 
American Legion, and the pall 
bearers were all fellow members 
of the business which he had so 
long ago learned from Ed Nichols, 
Funeral Directors, Ed Cantillion 
of Woburn, and David Malcolm of 
Edgerly & Bessoms of Reading 
Joined with William Cavanaugh and 
Willis Lyford of Wilmington in 
this last service to a friend,
